school garden army, organized at the 
request of President Wilson to stimu­ 
late food production among the chil­ 
dren of the country, as well as to give 
them an opportunity to utilize their 
spare time in a pleasant and profitable 
manner, enlisted 1,680.000 garden sol­ 
diers In the United States during the 
year 1018. 
This number represents 
the boys and girls In cities, towns and 
villages who actually planted, culti­ 
vated and harvested crops at their 
home or on grounds under school su­ 
pervision. 
Many more than this num­ 
ber started, but only those pupils who 
did the work satisfactorily were grant­ 
ed the government U. S. S. G. In* 
slgnla as a recognition of their work. 
The average profit was a little more 
than $10 per pupil, or $16,800,000 for 
the entire army. 
This amount repre­ 
sents both the fresh and canned good* 
used and sold. 
The average amount 
of food canned was one dozen pint 
cans lier pupil. 
This profit was produced on land 
which would not otherwise have been 
used and by children in many case? 
who would not have been otherwise 
employed. 
This food was in rnos* 
eases consumed while fresh, 
where 
produced, without cost of transporto 
tlon or handling and without deteriora­ 
tion on the market. Considering these 
facts, the real results are of greatei 
value than the figures would indicate 
More Garden* This Year. 
Reports from more than one-hall 
of the towns and cities that were not 
organised under the federal plan lr 
1918 Indicate they will be a part o1 
the United States garden army in 1019 
Many cities and towns had gardens 
hut the superintendents of schools for 
various reasons did not have the chil- . 
dreu to organize along the lines of the ; 
federal garden army plnn. 
However 
it should be added that these com 
munltie* did a great amount of work 
toward Increasing food production It 
their localities. 
The garden work Is one of the first | 
educational movements In the state am i 
nation that has been enthusiastically J 
supported by school authorities In pub 
lie, parochial and private schools. All! 
these school systems joined In many 
localities and employed the same gar 
den supervisor and garden teachers, 
The garden division of the hureat 
of education was greatly Increased 
last September by the employment o l' 
assistant regional directors for all the 
states and some special state repro 
sentatlvex for the state council of 
defense In many of the states. These 
additional helpers make It possible tc 
do more Intensive work. 
The increased number of ndrnin1» 
trntive federal ami state directors will 
be very materially aided by the spe 
elal garden supervisors that are tc 
be selected In ail of the principal citlet 
and towns of tim country.

Un­ 
til the invention of this weapon Zep­ 
pelins roamed about over England at 
will, w eather permitting. 
The first 
air raid upon London was by /eje 
pellns. 
This wus May 31, 1915, aud 
until the explosive bullet came into 
defense work the Germans came over 
iii their rigid gas bags as their pleas­ 
ure dictated. 
The British had no 
Zeppelins then for counter-attack and 
the 
airplanes they 
possessed 
were 
helpless, because they could not tty 
high enough quickly enough. 
On one occasion 
when 
Zeppelins 
were above the city British aviators, 
as usual, went up to e n g a g e them. 
But the British flyers could only a t­ 
tain 15,000 feet altitude. 
There they 
sat, looking up ut the m onsters far 
above them, the machine guns of the 
airplanes being as useless as toy pis­ 
tols. 
Thut 
is the real 
reason why 
Britain built fast, high-climbing air­ 
planes. 
Khe had to outdo the Zepps. 
Sh** won, soon having airplanes that 
could reach 20,000 feet or more, above 
which distance Zeppelin* could not 
work effectively. 
These hlgh-cllmbiug 
fighting planes, together with the ex­ 
plosive and Incendiary bullets, made 
England too hot for the airing of a 
Zepp. 
Lead Zeppelin Raids. 
The leader of the Zeppelin raids on 
London 
was 
Commander 
Peter 
St cusser, who had unbounded hatred 
for England. 
Ile had an Iron nerve 
and In Germany was regarded as an 
authority on air raids against Eng 
land. 
H e met his des lh on August 4. 
'ast year, in the H uns’ largest Zep- 
pelin, off the English coast. 
Au ex­ 
p lo s iv e tmtfet ended his Journey. 
To keep out of range of ordinary 
anti-aircraft 
tire 
the 
Germ ans

I urged their Zeppelin* from 730,000 to 
about 2,500.000 cubic fi^t, thus In 
creasing ascent abilities. 
But this 
was quickly countered by Improved de­ 
fense methods in Britain. 
T he Zepp* 
carried about 4,500 pound* of bonita 
each. 
The first time the Zeppelins visited 
London the p e o p le to o k It as a great 
joke. flocking to the housetops to see 
the 
incendiary 
bombs 
tiiat 
were 
dropped. Only six js*rsons were killed 
in the initial raid. although 90 Incen­ 
diary bombs were heaved overboard. 
The men In tho later type of Zep­ 
pelins were provided with parachutes. 
The captain and navigating personnel 
were su p p o se d to jum p from Hie for * 
ward gondola and Hie crew, generally 
about twenty men. from the engine 
and midship cabins. 
In the face of 
disaster, however, there is no record 
of any member of a Zeppelin crew 
having saved himself by this meaua, 
either because the machine became too 
quickly enveloped In flames or fell too 
rapidly for the parachute to open o a t 
T he Zeppelins usually set out from 
Germany in the morning and timed 
their arrival off 
the

about dusk. 
The fate of Ktrasser’a
